lag Statements: The Founding Church of Scientology la a properly constituted 
church which performs marriage, funeral and christening services. The,. 
chureh is non-denomination but In harmony with all religions. The v 

Founding Churep of Selentology is not opposed to medical treatment of 
disease. No specific academic training is required for auditors. 

Auditors study et the Scientology Academy la Washington, D. C. Auditors : 
haws no legal accreditation besides being eccredletd by the organisation. ;) 

In reapoaaa to questions ragarding church services. Mr. Thomas said that 
the church services consist of lecture a on odontology and anquestlon 
and answer period. Mr. Thomas aald that ha, himself, was holding church 
services on that Sunday, (2/24/63 at 1345 ...? (I missed the street 
eddrees given by Mr. Thornes, however, as I reported in my memo of 2/4/63 
there is e current listing in the Manhattan phone directory for: 

Stronfeld, Stanley P. BD Selentology, 13-43 Third Ave., YU 8-0220. This 
moot likely la the address which I missed). 

Mr. Thomas said that there were two churches of Scientology in New York, '.J,v 
one In tea Angelas and one in Washington, B, C. Mr. Thomas aald that L. 

Ron Hubbard directs the organisation from England. 

Mr. Thomas said that a parson could operate as a scientologist on their 
own without being a member of the national or international organisation. 

Ha said, however, that it was advantageous to be a member of the organisa¬ 
tion in order to keep up with the latest methods. 

In response to questions concerning hie asm academic training, Mr. Theaao 
replied that he had attended the State University of Now York and 
Columbia. (Mr. Thomas merely stated that ha attended these institutions 
hut did not indicate whether or not he was a graduate). Mr. Thomas said 
that he has received over 200 hours of "processing" end that bo is still 
a Preclear. Mr. Themes said that when Praclears are tasted tha evalua¬ 
tions of theao teats in many cases show that these individuals have had 
other lives er previous Incarnations. Mr. Thomas said that the auditor 
can regress Preciaars to ages 10 years - 5 years - 1 year. He said 
that tha auditors use selentology to replace hypnosis. He said that 
anything that can be dens with hypnosis can be done with selentology. 

He said that selentology revivifies. Mr. Thomas said that a clear 
gives no response on the B. Mater. 


Mr. Thomas mentioned tha following qualifications for a ini store in the

Mr. Thomas said that the board of review of the organisation decides 
which individuals will b ec ame ^sisters. 

During the laervlew with Mr. Themes at least one of the interviewers made 
mention of the book, "Fads 4 Fallacies" by Martin Gardner. On several 
occasions during the program both John Rebel and Mr. Thomas neddioked eh* 
eAlsure of Scientology "material" byathe FDA. Mr. Thomas said that not 
only L. Bos Hubbard, but Scientology as a whole was deeply concerned 
about the govern men t's action. 

During the program John Mabel read from a letter he received from Mr. 
Thomas which stated, "1 am not a member of the local organisation, 
although my wife Joan la," During ths program Mr. Thomas said that ha 
waa a member of the international organisation. 

At approximatoly 2:30 there waa a coffaa break which lasted approximately 
half an hour. When the discussion re s ume d , Mr. Thomas made a disclaimer 
which he apparently had made previously, at tha beginning of the program. 
Mr. Themes said that tha opinions which ha expressed on ths program wars 
hie own end net necessarily of those of L. Boa Hubbard or tha Founding 
Church of Scientology. 

At thla point in tha progrme there waa a demonstration of the Hubbard

X want to tha Ham Tork City Police Dept., Bureau of Crlnlnal Identification, 
Police Information Unit siA Old Records Bureau to determine whether or 
not Robert H. Thomas mad Jean (Mrs. Robert H.), had s criminals record 
or record of arrest. 1 was advised by all three bureaus that they had 
no records on Robert of Jean Thomas at tha addreao which I had given. 

Tha offleer at the Bureau of Criminal Idontlfleatlon advised os that Chora 
were so many Robert Thomases recorded that It would be Impossible to make 
a competent check without tha fingerprints of the Individual In question.

"Astounding Science Fiction." 1 have also obtained the September 11 issue 
of "Hew Republic" Add the April, 1931 edition of "Better Homes & Gardens."

The second 
pegs end the back cover of this Issue contain advertisements for "Dlanetlca," 
The "Brass Tacks" portion of this Issue (pages 148 to 162) contales letters 
from readers regarding the subject "Dlanetlcs." References to Dlanetlcs 
ere also made on page 116 and 127 of this Issue.

Ibis action*, was filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act against)the S meter device. No charges were made against any 
individual.] Seizure of the devices was made in the possession of 
the Academy: of Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
"Academy" trains "auditors," who treat "pre-clears" (patients). 

The Guidance Center receives money for the service of auditors 

in improving people’s health. 

«! 

Before making this seizure, a very careful investigation was made 
by our organization. The investigation developed that the B meter 
is nothing,'more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is phased through the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the circuift are held in the hands. In a previous case involving 
a device df comparable construction, we had been able to establish 
that this jtype of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Nonetheless, the voluminous 
literatury distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose 
detect an£ eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature. 

The investigation further developed the fact that a belief in the 
religionfof scientology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that thqy have any interest in the Founding Church. Indeed, during

an inspection on October 17, 1962, the top members of this organi¬ 
sation advised our inspectors that the benefits of the B meters 
could be achieved by any individual without any interest or belief 
in the church* 

We have a statement from a person who was told at the Academy 
that the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes. We have 
a written explanation by I*. Ron Hubbard to the effect that the 
religion idea would enable practitioners to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other placea where they otherwise would not be per¬ 
mitted. And we have a promotional statement that use of a 
■' religious title will increase the practitioners earnings among 
polio victims. We have a letter signed by a responsible person 
in the organization claiming the devices to be diagnostic 
machines. 

We are confident that we have the facta to establish that the 
B meters are diagnostic and therapeutic devices and not religious 
symbols or tools. 

Before undertaking this case, we submitted all of the facts to 
our General Counsel's office and they were discussed in con¬ 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of course, the 
possibility that the religious defense would be made was recog¬ 
nised, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts we 
had collected that this serious health menace could be dealt with 
without any involvement in religious questions. 

We are always pleased to supply such information as we can concerning 
our operations to members of the public and we assure you that it is 
no trouble. Thank you for writing.

Thank you very much for forwarding me Lhe ituci you teceived from 
John L. Harvey, Deputy Cocmissioner of the Department of Health, Educa¬ 
tion and Welfare. 


It is true that the S meter .s a galvanometer, but a very sensitive one, 
which operates on a mall battery. No claim is made that this meter has 
any healing properties, nor is it claimed that it tan detect any disease. 
The word "diagnostic" as used in Scientology has a vary different meaning 
than when used by a doctor. 


Unlike Psychoanalysis or Psychiatry, the person (auditor) treating another 
person never "evaluates" for them. The processes used are intended to allow 
the person to cognite on his "sins" or wrongdoings and change his ways. 

Before any person is processed, they must sign a statement saying they 
understand that no claims are made to heal them of anything. All these 
processes do is try and raise the tone level or "spirit" of the individual 
and make him a better, brighter person. 

Mr. Hubbard, founder of Scientology, states, "Don't accept my word for any¬ 
thing; experience.it, then it will be knowledge to you." 

Ttie Food and Drug Administration has misinterpreted things by just taking 
a few sentences or phrases out of "context." 

I know from personal experience that great benefit can be derived from 
Scientology processing and that it is better than Psychiatry or Psychoanalysis 
because you must evaluate for yourself rather chan have someone else tell you 
what is causing your trouble. 

The Food and Drug Administration has never seized an electric shock machine 
used by psychiatrists although many people have been electrocuted by them, 
and this therapy has been nearly abandoned by psychiatrists and was used very 
little by Mennengers, the ’Mayols" or Psychiatry. The Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration has never seized Holy Water sold by the Catholic Church, but it has 
no more healing power than an E meter, which Scientologists admit and state 
has no healing power in itself.

Dear Sir: 

Last week U. S. Marshalls entered the Founding Church of Scientology 
located at 1812 19th St. N. W., Washington, D. C., and confiscated' all 
of the E meters found on the premises. It is my understanding that this 
was done at the instigation of the Food and Drug Axkninlstration. 

Invasion of a church is in violation of the First Amendment, and I urge 
you to use your influence to have these E meters returned at once. 

I am an elder of the First Presbyterian Church at Mexico, Missouri and am 
also a member of the Church of Scientology as they are compatible with each 
other. 

These E meters have no curative powers and are not represented to heal or 
cure anyone. They are similar to a lie detector. 

The Church of Scientology uses these in a process that would be similar to 
"confession" in the Catholic Church, instead of a parson confessing whatever 
"sins" theycare to confess, the Church of Scientology uses a long list of 
questions that would cover almost any sin cocmitted by anyone. Often the 
sin that is causing the most guilt is the one a person is most reluctant 
to talk about. The E meter is used to Indicate whether or not the person 
has covered everything covering the question asked such as, "Have you ever 
coemitted adultery?" The New Testament teaches us that we should "repent." 
In order to repent, the Church of Scientology has found that is is first 
necessary to confess all sins. 

Another process used by the Church is as follows. Moat people blame a lot 
of their troubles on someone else. The minister runs down a list of people 
such as mother, father, husband, wife, employer, etc. to see which one is 
bothering them the most. The E meter will indicate this. The following 
process is then run. Say it was mother that bothered them the most; the two 
following questions would be asked: 

1. “Blink of something you have done to mother. 

2. Think of something you have withheld from mother. 

These two questions would be run until the E meter indicated that there was 
no emotional charge left. As you can see, the above two questions are also 
a form of confession.

piece street end avenue guide, end mush Information of e miscellaneous 
character; also a buyer's guide and e complete classified business 
directory".

664. Staff 65. Xhe organisation is see up to "provide an outpatient 
clinic available to the pub11a at nominal fee utilising the religio- 
payehletrlc approach...cultural therapy and g ro up therapy sessions... 
to conduct training programs for ministers in the field of psychiatric 
therapy.,.". 

Since a vig orous contest is expected on the grounds that the seised 
device is e religious instnemat, end therefore outside the juris¬ 
diction of the FD6C Aet, it may be advisable to contact these two 
organisations end obtain their views with respect to the subject 
group's "religious" character. The Encyclopedia ef Associations, 

Vol X, from which thn above information was obtained, la Us tad in 
tha Li beery of Congress under Catalog Card #61-14123, for DRM and 
SB's information. 

To ehack further on the "religious" nature of the mo v ement, 1 con¬ 
sulted, without success, the Handbook of Danced nations in tha Uni tod 
States, 2nd Edition (1961), frank 8. Mead , author, and published by 
the Abln&ion Trees, Nashville 2, Hum. Under "Acknowledgments", 
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the Author states "Ev ery effort has boon made to include every body of 
Importance. Sons which appeared in earlier editions have been dropped, 
thanks to mergers, the ravages of time, or our failure to secure replies 
to repeated requests for information ...Trank 8. Mead". (NOTE: This work 
lists hundreds of religious organisations in the United States, and, if 
the subject organisation were truly a religious body, it would be listed 
in this book, in all likelihood.). Ihe book is listed in the Library of 
Congress under Catalog Card Ho. 61*8412. It may be advisable to contact 
Abingdon Press, the publishers of this book, end ascertain whet informa¬ 
tion they may have as to the religious character of the Pounding Church 
of 8«lentology, et al... They may have in their possession, correspon¬ 
dence free the subject organisation which may be revealing. 

Another reference work which catalogues the religious group** in the 
United States is entitled "The Religious Bodies of America”, by F. X.

Exploring further the possible "religio-psychiatric" nature of the 
mov e m en t, 1 checked such widely recognized authoritative works as 
Debater's 3rd Mew International unabridged Dictionary (1961), 

Encyclopedia Britetmlce (1959), Collier's Encyclopedia (1961), 
Encyclopedia Americana (1961), and Dorlaid** Illustrated Medical 
Dictionary, 23rd Edition (1959). 

I found no reference to oithor "dlenetice” or "Scientology" in the 
Encyclopedia Brltenniee, Collier's Encyclopedia, and Encyclopedia 
Americana. 

In Dorland's Illustrated Medical Dictionary, the word "dioenetic" 
is defined ae "pertaining to tha intellectual functions, especially 
to reasoning". The word "selentolegy" is not defined, or listed, 
however. Debater's 3rd Hew International Unabridged Dictionary(1961) 
defines dlanatlca as "An extraaclcntiflc system likening tha brain 
CO a computing machine, and holding that an grama which cause mental 
Illnesses can be eradicated by psychotherapy". Debater's defines 
the word "engram" as " A protoplasmic change in neural tissue hypo¬ 
thesized to account for the persistence of m emor y' *. 

Debater*8 defines the word "extraeeientlfle" ae "lying outside the 
province of science”. 

Ihe word "Scientology" does not appear In Debater's 3rd Hew Inter¬ 
national Unabridged Dictionary. 
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It should be noted that, although Debater nftrt to dlesstles m an 
"extrascieatlfie" ay*tea - tha reference la to it* hypothatleal 
(outside tha reals of human experience) rather than lea religion* 
character. Bowhara, in Debater 1 * or tha other source* that 1 have 
consulted, 1* there any Identification of tha word* "dlenatlcs" 
or "selentolegy" with word* commonly aaaoclatod with rallglou* 
movements, l.e.

At Mr. Mattson's suggestion, X visited the Department of Education, 
end spoke with Charles Shubat, Sup er vi sor ef frlvate Trade Schools. 

Mr. Shubat confirmed tbs feet that he Is in charge ef investigations 
Involving fraudulent "school" operations. Be stated that he nakas 
these lnvestlgetlona hlneelf, end therefore la familiar with anything 
of a regulatory nature instituted by him. Mr. Shubat stated that both 
the names of the organisations, and the principals, were totally un¬ 
known to bla, awl that he had never received a complaint that might 
serve as a heels for Investigation. The failure to receive a complaint 
did not surprise bln, h owe ve r, since only a very snail percentage of 
people admit to being "roo ke d" by illegal schema* (less then 1% ha 
stated), or over disclose that font to enforcement bodice. This state¬ 
ment, be told me, wee made on the basis of 15 years ef first-hand 
investigational experience. Mr. Shubat was quite interested in check¬ 
ing on the operations of the subject group, from the standpoint of 
possible violation of the State Lews. X furnished Mr. Shubat with 
tha amass and addrasaes ef the leaders locally, end Mr. Shubat promised 
to inform the Dlst riot of the results of hie Investigation. Mr. Shubat 
assured me that their attempt to cloak the operation with a "church" 
designation would net legally bar him from making a physical inspection 
of tbs premises, together with interrogation of tbs people involved 
at least until ha was satisfied that it wee, in fact, a church.

the possible presence of electracetrio devices an the premises, since 
Our information use that these are being used currently, and that they 
served as tha beau for our jurisdiction and Interest in the natter. 

Acting on the peealblllty that the subjaat organisation and/or Its 
principals nay have petitioned for eaeeptlen fren taxation, on the 
greuade that they rare aas eel a t a d aa a “church", X rls1tad tha 
Ospartnant ef Taxation, and spoke nth Jarsee Sleera, Special AssIs- 
tent to tha Attorney General. Mr. Sleera was very eynpathetle, but 
told no that, under tha State lav, he was prohibited frea divulging 
Insane tax returns to as. Be stated, h owev e r, that this prohibition 
did not apply to disclaeure of real p r o per ty tax returns. Mr. Sleera 
suggested that X contact lenald 9, Tovars, Kcaeey County Assessor, 
through whoea office all investigations of petitions for exemption of 
real property taxes are conducted. Mr. Sleera premised to check the 
records for any actions that nay have been taken by tha State of 
Minnesota against the Founding Church ef Scientology, at al., or Its 
principals for Income tax evasion and to forward tha Information to 
tha District. In a subsequent telephone conversation Mr. Sleera 
informed me that ha had checked through cm the individual officials, 
and tha organisation and had found that no action had bean XmzXZBDd taken 
by the State against then. He did not, houever, rule out any contemplated 
action vs the group or its principals.

In connection with ay investigation, X alee visited the Postal Inspectors 
Division on the chance peealblllty that the subject organisation ( and 
lea responsible officials) may; - have been charged with "using the malls 
to defraud". I saw and spoke with M. M. Dank, Examiner and Mr. lasberg, 
Supt. These gentleman advised me that tha inapeetor In ehargt of 
"fraud" cases was absent, but, at my request, they checked their records 
for any actions taken against the organization, without success.

A DESIGN FOR OPTIMUM DEVELOPMENT 

During the past three years some individuals in the dianetic 
community have had signal success with dianetic processing and 
(ithei:; havc .failed to gain such success. 

Early in 11)52 a research program was initiated for the pur¬ 
pose of finding out why dianetic processing was not generally 
uceitiu’dishing what we fell, it should accomplish. During this 
research program several significant discoveries were made. 
Gao of these was that some very basic' knowledge regarding 
aberration had eluded us in the past. Another was that the 
abilities of a clear will not just happen; you have to create them. 

Based on these discoveries a new approach to processing was 
designed. This r.cw approach is called ANALYTICAL PRO¬ 
CEDURE. It is the third basic approach presented to the dia- 
neiic community to date. The first, presented in 1950, was 
STANDARD PROCEDURE with the engram as the basic tar¬ 
get and returning as the basic technique. The second, presented 
in 3551, was ADVANCED PROCEDURE with the decision to 
net as the basic target and Thought, Emotion, and Effort Pro¬ 
cessing as the primary techniques. 

ANALYTICAL PROCEDURE evolved out of the experience 
gained from Standard and Advanced procedures. The primary 
target of processing is the Belief-Attitude-Motive Complex 
(BAM Triangle) installed during periods of heavy emotional up¬ 
set. The basic technique is called Tracking. 

Just as reiuming might be regarded as the maximum position 
on the spectrum of recall, so may Tracking be regarded as the 
maximum position on the spectrum of analytical thinking. 

ANALYTICAL PROCEDURE is a new approach to process¬ 
ing, not just a r.cw technique. It differs basically from earlier 
approaches in orientation, ideas and methods. Of course, it also 
has many things in common with these other approaches. 

ANALYTICAL PROCEDURE is designed to help you attain 
your processing goals in a systematic and logical manner. It 
includes a number of powerful ideas and tools in addition to some 
of the techniques used in the earlier approaches. Following is 
a short description of some of these: 

TRACKING. Tracking is the basic technique. It differs from 
returning.in that it does not use perceptic recall to any great 
.extent.: However, returning is also used in the early stages of 
the case in conjunction with Tracking to scan lock chains and 
run out. incidents when they come up. Tracking is a technique 
designed specifically to increase the preclear's level of aware¬ 
ness and his ability to recall data and handle it analytically. 

CONSIDER - EVALUATE -DECIDE- ACT SEQUENCE 
(CUBA) is the heart of Tracking. The preclear selects an aber¬ 
ration upon which he wishes to track. He considers all aspects 
of the .aberration; he evaluates it in terms of desirability, its 
relation to other aberrations, and what is required to remove it. 
He makes a decision about what to do and then he acts by doing 
what he decided to do. Each such action usually leads to a more 
basic aspect of the aberration at which point, another consider- 
act acqv.cr.cc is undertaken. 

RELIEF - ATTITUDE - MOTIVE (BAM TRIANGLE) is the 
target of tracking. Underlying each aberration is a belief. It is 
11 :;* belief that causes a person to use his-engrams as patterns for 
his liclinvior.

THE INFORMATION SOURCE. This is a r.cw, basic concept. 

It is useful in removing aberrations during Tracking. It is also 
very useful in creating new behaviour patterns once aberrated 
behavior patterns have been removed. 

EVALUATIVE TRACKING. A new tone scale has been de¬ 
veloped in terms of Scif-Esteem. Evaluative Tracking is a 
technique used in conjunction with self-esteem. It usually 
results in developing line charge, the laughter a preclear ex¬ 
periences when ho recognizes a pattern of aberration, and is al¬ 
ways followed by a marked improvement in the tone of the pre- 
clcar. 

SHADOW TRACKING. Physical aberrations (psychosomatic 
illness) have been found to be shadows cast on the body by be¬ 
liefs held in the mind.

A new con- 
cept of self-determinism and how it is related to taking the 
initiative in the preclear's case is fully described in the new 
book. 

AWARENESS AND CONTROL. The relationship of internal 
awareness and physical control as it is exercised through contig V 
centers is also fully discussed. 

SELF-ESTEEM THREAT (SET) and SELF-ESTEEM LOSS

cussed. It is these points in a case that are involved in Evalua¬ 
tive Tracking.

I explained to tffr. Lynfi^ the purpose of my visit, essentially that 
we are interested in learning as much about the operation of the Founding 
Church of Scientology and its related organizations as possible. I explained 
to him that we had seized a consignment of the Hubbard E. Meter based on 
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representations that the device is adequate for diagnosis, treatment and cure 
of all mental diseases of mankind and practically all physical. I related 
to him that we are interested in determining as much information about the 
use of this device as we c an, ^e xplained to him how we learned of his at¬ 
tendance at the School. LyutD said that he was very interested in our 

investigation and that he would be glad to give us any information that he 
had and could supply to us. He asked me how I wished to approach obtaining 
the information and 1 told him that possibly I could ask him some questions 
and as I went along, he might wish to fill in. Then when we were finished, 
he could fill in anything that we had missed. 

Questions and answers obtained were somewhat as follows: 

1. I asked rT5r. Lys ^ what was his origin al contact or first knowledge 
of the Eounding Church of Scientology. dfrrT LvnS said that his first know¬ 
l edge of the e xistence o f su ch an organization was during his attendance at 
-'• "Austin Colle & eV~ Sherman. He and a friend were visiting a book store 

and his friend ran across a book called "Dianetics," about which he had 
heard. He expressed an interest in the book, so the two of them bought it. 

This was back in the early f if ties . tTTyniD said that he carried the book for 
a number of years and paid very l ittle attention to it, maybe glancing through 
it a time or two. Later he was in jLaw c l»cHooT"a'£~'th J e Hfi-?'wrs-i fy nf ^xasa 
Auslill, after which he had been married and had considerable marital 

ai?f'iculties". He became divorced, became increasingly depressed, and resorted 
to reading the book "Dianetics," then sent for more literature and they sent 
him the book called "Scientology." He ordered more material including a number 
of pamphlets which advertised the Founding Church of Scientology in Wash¬ 
ington. Phenomenon and principles set out in these books and literature 
inters sted cfarry ^yery much. At the time he had been working partly for the 
Cc a 1 casieu L u m^er ^Companv. Austin, lfexa& > In his depression he left the 
lumber company and drove to Washington. He arrived at the location late 
one afternoon and went into the building. There were two ladies who were 
acting as receptionists in the office with whom he talked. He does not remember 
their names or where they are from. They explained to him what went on there. 

He rented a room on one of the upper flbrs of the building and stayed at the 
building during his participation there. 

He said that the first few days were very informal in which he attended 
various lectures given by various people of the organization, none of whose 
na mes he is able to r ecall.. The only individu al that he recalls is the 
/£oh of lT Ron Hubbar3)who is /£^ Ron Hubbard. Jr^> He was orjfi_of—tha— 
participants in tf>e actual operation of the organization.C jte. L. Ron Hubbard^ 
himself wa s in England setting up an organization there, during the entire 
time that/*bynrT)attended the Washington Clinic. 
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/rlr . Lyn n said that after a few days of lecture and demonstration of 
the E. Me ter" that he went through a series of so-called treatments in which 
he sat in a room vacant with only two chairs in it. A person sat facing him 

looking him directly in the face. At this time the E. Meter was used by 

the person who talked to him to record apparent areas of emotional upset. 

When an area of emotional upset was discovered, a routine was adopted whereby 
he was asked a set of questions related to this particular area over and 
over and over and over until his mind or his attitude was changed in regard 
to this particular area of emotional upset. 

When a person had been there long enough and taken this therapy as 
he related, long enough that they were unable to find any areas of emotional 

' disturbance they considered the individual was cured. He said that he was 

there long enough and had progressed to the point where they were able to 
find very few areas of emotional upset upon which they could work. 

2. I asked Mf. ITynn) if he still a dheres to the principles of the 
Founding Church pf Scientology. Lvn&l replied that he cannot say that 

he does not to the principles practiced by this organization. He said 

that he never did feel that he had been taken advantage of and he feels that 
the people there have good intentions and that they did him a great deal of 
good. He did say, however, that they operate in the area of Psychology 
and that he cannot say that some people could not call this a religion. 

He said that he couldn't say that this organization is a fraud; however, I 
did not ask him the question if he thought it was a fraud. He indicated 
that he cannot be sure that he doesn't still adhere to the principles used 
in their activities. 

V/"'- 3. I asked v Mf^Lynp]^ lf he was solicited by the organization to become 

a devotee or follower of the Church of Scientology. He said that, in reply 
to this question, he could not say that he was solicited to become a devotee 
or a follower of^the Church of Scientology. He again expounded upon the fact 
that he learned of the organization through reading the literature and 
that when he went there, their approach was merely an informal one, 
explaining to him the type of treatment which they employed, principally 
that of dealing with the mind and emotional areas of the mind. 

4. I asked him if they advised him in any way to continue his present 
religious affiliations without any interference of his affiliation w i th by 
the Founding Church of Scientology. He said that the matter of religion 
and Church was not brought up during the time that he was there. He said 
that this is not a religio n, that in his inln d it is not a Church so far as 
he is concerned, but that'C apme of the crac kpTTCs^ who went there might regard it 
as such. He said that he was given no advice in regard to his religious 
affiliations. 
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5. I specifically asked /ffir. Lym?) what was his impression of the Church 
as a religion. There again he eSTpOTHTded upon the fact that he did not con¬ 
sider this operation to be that of the Church nor of a religion, that it was 

a very scientific search of the mind, of the emotionally disturbed individuals. 

6. I asked him if this was explained to him as being other than a 
religion, some sort of Super-Science. He said that there was no definite 
explanation as to what this operation actually was or what it would actually 
do but that everybody understood that it was a scientific search to discover 
areas of emotional disturbance. He said that it was not actually possible 
to make a definite statement as to whether this might be construed as a 
super-science or as a religion. 

7. I asked I^f"TLynrQ Lf he was advised that the practice of Scientology 

could affect mental, jHtysical, and/or spiritu al imp rovement including the 
cure of disease of mental or physical sort. said that in a general 

way, this theory was represented to him as affecting one's mental and thereby 
affecting through a side effect his physical being. He feels that with the 
mental and physical improvement, there then comes spiritual improvement. 

He said that it was not represented to him as a cure for anything, but that 
it could help and improve the mental and physical ailments. 

8. He was asked if he was advised that the promised effect to mental 
and physical ailments was the result of the application of scientific pro¬ 
cedure or through reason of faith in the religion of Scientology. He 

said that he was not definitely advised in any manner but their procedures 
indicated to him a highly scientific procedure that they were seeking in a 
scientific way to uncover these areas of mental disturbance and to treat 
them in a scientific manner. He said that the improvement was to come through 
the scientific procedures and that no mention of improvement through faith 
in the religion of Scientology was brought to light. 

9. I asked ^ftf. LymT^ if any instruments or devices were employed or 
recommended in his treatment. In reply to this, flrT ITvniS said that in 

the original lectures the E. Meter was demonstrated to them, they were allowed 
to look at it, and work with it, and that it was represented to them merely 
as an instrument to detect these areas of emotional and mental disturbance. 

He said that this was as far as they went, indicating use as a treatment 
or a diagnostic device. 

^~Mr. Lynri ) said that the E. Meter was used in the actual therapy or 
treatment of any individual going there if they desired it to be used. 

It was a voluntary thing that the thing was presented to them and if they 
wanted the instrument to be used on them, then it was used. He said that 
the E. Meter was actually used in his treatment and so-called therapy. 
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As explained briefly previously in the renort ^Mr^Lyni fr said that when the 
actual treatment began, that the patient or the individual sits in a room 
which is bare with the exception of two chairs. The patient sits in one chair 
and the individual giving the treatment sits in a chair facing the patient. 

He said that this was the procedure in his treatment and that when he was 
being treated, he held a tin can in each hand with electrodes from the E. 

Meter attached to each can. This was for ease and simplicity in dealing with 
the machine. As the person sitting' across from him looking directly in his 
eyes asked him questions, they observed the E. Meter and when they came upon 
an area of emotional or mental disturbance, the E. Meter would register. 

Then, on the basis of this, the routine was established in this particular 
area whereby any questions were asked the individual over and over and over 
relative to this particular area until the individual had changed his atti¬ 
tude and thinking in regard to this particular area of disturbance. 

This particular procedure goes on five days a week for eight hours a day, 
as long as the’individual feels that he wants treatment. 

10. I specifically asked /ftr. Lynn^ what the function of the E. Meter 
is or was, and he said that merely as he had explained, it was used as an 
auxiliary unit incidental to the person's treatment, to determine these areas 
of disturbance whereby particular attention and routine was given. 

11. I asked HrT Lvn S if any references were specifically made as to 
the therapeutic usages of the E. Meter for treatment of disease or in 
diagnostic uses and he said that no reference was made to it in that manner 
that it was just shown to them and represented as previously indicated. 

12. I asked what organization was he dealing with. He 

replied that the only organization that he knew existed was the Founding Church 
of Scientology. As for other names, he had no knowledge of them. 

13. I asked him what individuals he dealt with and if there were any 
particular individuals who seemed to have authority and who gave him the 
treatment. He said that everybody referred to Mr. L. Ron Hubbard as the leader 
and the one to whom they looked for guidance. There were two or three indi¬ 
viduals who seemed to take a leading part, but none seemed to have any 

more authority than the others. He said that there were approximately 10 
to 15 people who worked there full time and that there were l*ZQfl_geople who 
worked there part time. None of these people, according tojfMr. LynnJ made 
living wages. Most of them had other jobs at night or at other times to 
help with their living expenses. 

^flr. Lymfr said that none of these people were trained scientists or 
psychologists but that all of them had come there with some type of diffi¬ 
culty or had become interested in the operation and had received treatment 
and/or experience there at the establishment. After a period of time each 
individual began to give treatments namely by sitting and talking with the 
person being treated and observing their reactions as recorded with the E. Meter. 
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fhen from these observations certain routines of asking questions in a par¬ 
ticular area to the individual was carried out. 

fpflrT Lynn ^was unable to remember and he said that he did not have recorded 
the names of the individuals who gave him his instruction and with whom he 
dealt. He said that his memory was very poor as far as names are concerned. 

I aske ^fir. Lvrafr relative to literature, pamphlets which he received 
previous to going there and during this time. He indicated that he had a 
box full of this information when he left and went back to the University 
of Texas and finished his Lcrtjegree. He said that all of this material drifted 
away from him during the time that he was completing his Law degree. 


<gr ._Lyhn>f iid recall that he had put down the names of two or three 
individuals who had come there principally to learn the procedure and to start 
out on their own. The names of these individuals he had recorded in an address 
book and are as follows:

Both of the above individuals were interested in the principles and 
studi ed p rinciples practiced at this establish ment. ,Twq, other indi viduals 
whom^TTyntp said came and studied the process art glBlll and Tudie StewaF&y 
( jCOT g^x^'2U2j-r^ticscm7~^frzohaT It was his understanaing c nat t Key went 
'outf'TO 'practlce the principles learned there. He said thati pTudiep helped to 
treat him while he was there. 


I asked JtfT Lynjl if he, at any time, was actually diagnosed. To 
this he seemed to answer quite alertly and stated that they made no diagnosis 
of patients. He said that this was where they disagreed with Psychiatrists 
in that psychiatrists diagnosed people and that they felt that this diagnosis 
many times hendered the treatment of the patient. 


I asked , Lynn^ jf he had a cancelled check tfith which he paid for 
the treatment and he said that he thought he had, but that he was unable to 
find them. However, if there was reason for us to have them, he felt that 
possibly his bank would have photostats in their records and that we were 
welcome to them. He said that the only literature or anything related to 
it that he has is that he still has the book "Scientology." 


I asked 
after his return 


Lynn)if he had consulted or seen any doctors of any type 
From^che establishment, and he said that he had not. 


1 ?9P 
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He was unable to give me the names of any other attendants to the 
organization. 

In the course of our conversation ^-gr.~Xyn3 > said that he had not 
received any recent correspondence from them because he had not been active 
in keeping up with them even though he is still interested in their process 
and their operation. However, he indicated that if we needed current informa¬ 
tion from them or that he could write and correspond with them, he would be 
glad to do it. 

I casually mentioned the possibility of court contests on the seizure 
of E. Meters and asked him if he would have any objection to testifying 
in the event the Administration saw fit to have him. He said that he would 
have no objection whatsoever, that he is quite interested in this thing and 
while he does not feel that he was defrauded, he feels that they have good 
intentions and are trying to help people^chat if they are actually defrauding 
the public, that he does not condone their operation. 

Lvtm Jtioes not recall exactly what it cost him to take the treat¬ 
ment; however, he said that he roomed in the building and during the approxi¬ 
mately three months he was there he spent about $1,400.00 total. This, of 
course, would include the treatment and his room. He ate in various places 
nearby. In regard to this fee, he said that they do not actually make a 
charge, but it is given as a donation depending upon what an individual wants 
to give. They do, however, set up pretty much a standard donation for 
the average individual. He said that this was what he contributed. 

In our conversation <g r. Lynn^ stated that as far as this being a religion 
or a Church that they had actually been instructed that this position had 
been taken in the matter of carrying on this scientific research without being 
bothered by Medical Practice Laws and that a side benefit was the fact of 
not having to pay taxes. 1 His whole philosophy in regard to this operation 
is that it is a very scientific procedure and that it has very little to do 
with religion or Church. 

aft; T.arr y appears to be a normal individual. He appeared to 

want to be co-operative and to give me any information which he had in regard 
to his experiBnce with the Founding Church of Scientology. I think it can 
be concluded, however, that he does feel that this organization helped him 
through a crisis and that they do have a scientific approach to problems of 
the mentally depressed, the treatment of which results in improvement of 
physical ailments which came about as a result of> these mental attitudes. 

As far as he is concerned, the E. Meter was not represented to him to be a 
machine of treatment or diagnosis, but merely as auxiliary unit incidental 
in discovering the needs of an individual. This appears to me, however,

Since it was necessary for me to read it in order to determine which material 
should be copied and which material to omit, I noted many developments which I 
am sure DRM will desire to be investigated further. Therdbre I am summarizing 
these points and referring to the exhibit source material and suggesting leads 
which DRM may wish to develop. 1 hoped there would be a time saving for DRM 
by this summary. 

RON HUBBARD AND DIANETICS 

Exhibit 1 - Time July 24, 1950. 

This article describes the new cult, Dianetics whose bible is Dianetics: 

The modern science of mental health. Hubbard is quoted that he has discovered 
the hidden source of all psychosomatic ills and human aberration, and has 
developed skills for their invariable cure for such ills as arthritis, allergies, 
asthma, some coronary difficulties, eye trouble, ulcers and migraine headaches, 
and sex deviations.

Police and learned he was wanted by them in connection with a rape 
case, This case was the basis for another federal Warrant #97*1

DERSTANDING OF HOW SCIENTOLOGY WORKS 


When a preclear (person wishing treatment) comes to Scientology, he is 
processed in the following manner: 

1. He is given a written IQ test, a written personality analysis test, 
and an aptitude test,which amounts to a "reflex" test similar to those given 
for drivers, etc.(the aptitude test may be changed somewhat - jjrs ^ PhilTipfg^ - 
gave this impression) The aptitude test and the reflex test are“series l[ A". 
Series "B” is used at the conclusion of a session to measure improvement. . 



2. The "E Meter" is, according t ,cr~~Hrs. Phi 11 ios3 a convenient means to 
measure "withholds". A withhold is an area of a persons life which has 
produced a guilt feeling not previously admitted to anyone else. When this 
area is encountered during questioning, there is a positive charge produced 
on', the E Meter. This charged area is investigated by the auditor until the 
charge no longer registers on the machine. When a charge is no longer produced 
on the machine when a particular subject is brought to the attention of the 
preclear, the preclear is said to be "cleared" of that particular "withhold". 
After a persons "thetan" (Scientology term for soul) is cleared of "withholds", 
a permanent record is maint ained of the questions asked and the results of 
the questions ^ftrs. PhillTph > informed us that a preclear is given no guarantee 
that this informstion~will be held in confidence, for if a guarantee were given, 
the preclear would still retain the withholds. The original record produced 
during an "E Meter" session is sent to L. Ron Hubbard in England, where a 
file of all such interviews is maintained, tr fs". PhiTTirryx said that only a 
general record on.a preclear-is maintained in Washington. Scientology in 
Washington maintains an active mailing file, and people, tint in the opinion 
of the organization, have not been completely cleared, are urged to return 
and finish being cleared - people that have been recontaminated by their en¬ 
vironment are also urged to return for reclearing. 


3. After a person is cleared of "withholds", or at the end of a 
session, another,IQ test (test B) and another reflej(aptitude) test(test I) 
is given the preclear.

2. On whether or not an auditor would have to have faith, ^rsT”~philliii 
went through somewhat of a metamorphosis of opinion. She first stated the 
auditor would have to have faith - she then said that an auditor would only 
require training to be effective, and finally admitted to us that we could 
be effective auditors if we were trained, even though we had no faith in 
Scientology. 




3. /^Axs. Philliosb said that Scientology would be an effective science 
without c o ns i cl e rat ion of religion. However, she said that this question, and 
in fact, all the questions of this nature we had been asking, were of rather 
general nature and that as far as she was concerned the science and religion 
aspects of Scientology could not be, or were not divorced. She went on to 
say that "everything fits into Scientology". 

4. ^'Mrs. Phillips^ ffered some comment concerning the therapeutic value 
of E Meter treatment. Mrs• PhiTHB E made several contradicting statements 

as concerns this subject# Any physiological benefit resulting from E Meter 
treatment would be of a secondary nature - that the treatment was not given 
or is never given to alleviate a morbid condition of the body. 

However, during our conversation she brought up the case of an old man 
who came to Scientology and told them that he had a double hernia and had 
been advised that h e needed an operation. He asked Scientology for their 
advice. s'ttxsT' Ph illip g^aid that the man was advised to undergo the preclear 
session berore the operation for it might help. The old man did this and 
according to,. WsTT - PhilTip & he has never had to have the operation and an 
arthritic condition "he had was also alleviated. 


/-"Mrs. Phillips^ointed out that any person that arrived at Scientology in phys- 
'■'-^caF-paTny^couId not be treated until the pain was eliminated. She said that 
the presence of physical pain eliminated or masked the charge - withhold 
phenomenon. She pointed out that such a person would be advided to visit an 
MD and have the pain eliminated. She said that a person with any physical 
trouble that was not causing pain would be treated before being advised to 
seek the aid of an MD on the chance that the trip would not be necessary. 

She emphasized that there exists no direct medical angle to Scientology - 
that if a physical cure does occur it grows out of the "cleared" person's 
body curing itself and it would be an indirect result of E Meter investigation.

SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 


C ^-Wrs, > ._Hexbert R. Phi ljjjw is a former, trained Scientology auditor, who still 
retains her faith in the movement. She furnished us with much information 
with which FDA-is already familiar and made the following pertinent statements 


1. A person would not have to have faith and/or be interested in.: 

the particular tenet of Scientology as a religion, in order to im- 
prpve^as expected. The faith of the subject is not an essential 
element of his treatment. 


2. An auditor does not have to believe or have faith to be a success. 

An auditor needs only to have proper training.

Lasg for help 
after a loss series of physical ailncsta which had necessitated loss 
medical eonfloessmto duo to surgery and hospital tests, Mrs, Terceheako 
related the follevins laodl c al history of hersolf to us, to 1558 she 
was ill for nost of tho year and consulted various doctors who pro* 
serlbed drugs which didn't seen to alleviate her condition. She con¬ 
sulted Dr. sari B* Kalla*, gynecologist, whose offices ore on St, 70, 
Bastgata Drive, Cherry Bill, Bov Jersey, Dr, Keller performed a 
hiatorcetooy on Mrs. Toreshenko on September 26, 1958. 

r ■ On 12/28/58 Mrs. te ro s hen bo had a benign breast lump removed 
by Dr. Kirkland, general surgeon, Medical Cotter, Cherry Hill, H. J. 

Mrs. Toreshenko still cwplaHiJ of severe hack pain and consulted 
Dr. Keller again on 5/5/59. Dr. Keller operated on lira. Toreshenko 
and perforated a Cystocel and a Hectoeele. 

After recovery from these operations, Mrs. Toreshenko developed 
throat trouble and still cosplaiaod of seas gynecological ailments,

Mrs, Tereshsnko informed us that a major portion of processing 
was performed with the use of an B Meter, Baring the first 3*3 hours 
of processing, all the eaarelaea ere physical in order to relax the 
individual and the E Meter is not used.

She said that it was similar to a phsycho* 
analytical approach, 

Mrs, terashento described Mrs. Lang as "sort o1 an analyst 
who guides the patient, B She stated that the B Meter is merely aa 
indicator ol the subconscious. It measures subconscious reaction and 
assists the auditor la helping tbs subject undergoing processing. She 
told ua that the auditor did not promise anything* but rather asked 
at the onset of processing, 'Vhat do you want Scientology to do lor 
you?" 


Mrs. Zeresbenho related that processing took her back to her 
early childhood. In fact* she remembered that her lather had sexually 
molested her at the sge of live. She fdels that remembering this 
incident was a prime factor in securing cure ol her present physical 
end mental anxieties.and was probably the cause lor a portion ol hex 
Iliad justed sex life, Scientology terms such an incident as an Ingram* 
which is defined os a moment ol physical pain or emotion which is 
burled in the subconscious. 
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Hrs* Toresheako then related other incidents that she had 
recalled by processing. Her fatally moved several times starting from 
Chicago to Heat Berlin, 6. J. and to Lansdowna, Pa. At the age of 5, 
September 1917, she remembered a Mexican family lived next door* She 
aiao stated that she rem e m ber ed e fire in the house next door and e 
little girl had died In the fire. She said that her father was the 
cause of the fire and the he had molested the girl* Several years 
later, the family moved into the house which had burned (evidently, 
fire damage to the house was superficial) and that she was emotionally 
sick all the time that she lived in that house* She again attributed 
all her physical and emotional ailments to psychosomatic origins. She 
stated, "There la nothing In sc lento logy boohs that hasn't been proved 
in my case." 

She then told us that Mrs. tang had loaned bar soma Scientology 
books to use for her own knowledge while Mrs. long was attending the 
School of Scientology In Washington. She told us that Mrs. Lang hod 
treated several subjects while undergo lug training to be e class three 
professional auditor* Mrs, Tereshenko said that she was not charged 
for her treatments, but rather that it mss done as sort of a favor to 
her by her next door neighbor. A friend of hers will undergo auditing 
next week and will pay $309 for a week's "intensive” processing. She 
told ue that scicntology was not to her a religion as such, rather that 
it was a method of treatment and that It could not be done without the 
use of an S Meter or without specific processing drills. She stated 
that she thought that processing had made her more swore of her own 
religion.

Mrs. Tereshenko indicated that she was on Associate Member of 
Hubbard Association of Scientologists international which cose her $1 
sad receives pamphlets from the organization several tiroes a month. 

She pointed to a stack of pamphlets (approx. 6 inches high) that she 
had received and gave us two copies of a pamphlet titled "What Is 
Scientology.” These too copies are enclosed with this report (Exhibit 1) 
She also furnished us a "testimonial letter” which is enclosed with 
this report as Exhibit 2. 
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Mrs. Tereshenko said that she had no desize to be aa auditor 
but she was very Interested la the theoretical aspects of Scientology 
since it had helped her so ouch* It should be noted here that Mrs. 
Tereshenko at various tines throughout our two interviews with her 
constantly emphasised the therapeutic effects of Scientology to her. 
She told us that she had consulted Or. Wright twice since she had 
undergone processing and that he said that aha was in good physical 
condition and la feet was mazed at the change in her. She also con* 
suited Or. latum of Audubon, H. J., who la her family physician, once 
aiase undergoing processing and In could find no physical ailments. 

On our second interview with Mrs. Tereshenko on 1/25/63, wo 
obtained medical releases from her to use in consulting the various 
doctors who had treated her end also to obtain case reports from the 
hospitals where aha had been a patient. At this time, Mrs. Tereshenko 
told us that she bore no malice against doctors who had treated her 
dories the last couple years, however, she felt that Scientology was 
definitely the motivating factor which bad effected the cure from her 
physical ailments. 

She stated that her aister-isHlsw had Sent several copies of 
Washington newspaper articles to her related to the selsuro end aha 
thought the newspapers had grossly distorted the facts eheut the g 
Meter and sclentology. She stated she would bo glad to cooperate 
with us In any way because the benefits that Scientology rendered to 
her ware isnsnse. 

At the end of the interview we asked Mrs. Tereshenko whether 
there were any other auditors in this area. She replied that a Hr. 
Zrvlng Garfield, 2253 Baird Blvd., Camden, H, J. (WO 6*2414) la a 
practicing (Class $3) auditor for groups aa well as individuals. Mrs. 
Tereshenko attended a group session held by Mr. Garfield In the Garden 
£oen of the Cherry Bill In the last week of July 1361 and thought 
the processing did not d if for from what she received. 

A visit was mode to each of the various medical doctors that 
tfcoatad or operated on Mrs. Tereshenko. I (Insp. Grove) identified 
syself, explained the purpose of my visit end gave each doctor a 
copy of the Medical Records Authorization (FD- 441 ). 


Each doctor pulled his file on Mrs. Tereshenko and collaborated 
information already obtained from Mrs. Tereshenko. Each indicated that 
the medical work performed on Mrs. Tereshenko was necessary to correct 
her physical ailments. Ironically, each doctor, without consulting any 
of Mrs. Tereshenko's other doctors, had mode a notation on his record 
that she (Mrs, Tereshenko) was nervous, emotionally unstable, and 
dwelt on her medical problems to excessive lengths.

In this ease, the auditor did net promise anything directly 
with respect to the health effects treatment, but did appear to 
implant in the patient's mind that mind over natter la the only ap¬ 
proach to be used concerning the relief of physical and emotional all- 
aonto.'

To gain note information concerning Mrs. Tereohenko' s history, 
we obtained medical release forms for use in contacting physicians and 
hospitals in which Mrs. Iaroshenko has been a patient throughout the 
last 3 years.

Report on seizure of B meter devices at Washington, 
D. C.| requested by Senator Keating. 


This action was filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act against the B meter device. No charges were made against anyo 
Individual. Seisure of the devices was made In the possession of 
the Academy of Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
"Academy” trains "auditors," who treat "pre-clears" (patients). 

The Guidance Center receive# money tar the service of auditor# 
in improving people's health. 

Before making this seizure, a very careful Investigation was made 
by oox organisation. The investigation developed that the B meter 
Is nothing more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed thrombi the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the circuit are held in the hands. In a previous case involving 
a device of compa ra ble construction, we had been able to establish 
that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Nonetheless, the voluminous 
literature distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and poliomyelitis, which are all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature. 

The investigation further developed the fact that a belief In the 
religion of Scientology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that they have any interest in the Founding Church. Indeed, during 
an inspection on October 17, 1963, the top members of this organi¬ 
sation advised our inspectors that the benefits of the s meters 
could be achieved by any individual without any interest or belief 
in the church.

We have a statement from a person who was told at the Academy 
that the religious angle was adopted far tax purposes. We havo 
a written explanation by L. Ran Hubbard to the effect that the 
religion idea would enable practitioners to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other places where they otherwise would not be per¬ 
mitted. And we have a promotional statement that use of a 
religious title will increase the practitioners earnings among 
polio victims. We have a letter signed by a responsible person 
in the organisation claiming the devices to b# diagnostic 
machines. 

We are confident that we have the facte to establish that the 
B meters are diagnostic and therapeutic device# and not roliglous 
symbols or tools. 

Before undertaking this case, we submitted all of the facts to 
our General Counsel's office and they were discussed in con¬ 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of course, the 
possibility that the religious defense would be made was recog¬ 
nised, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts we 
had collected that this serious health menace could be dealt with 
without any involvement in religious questions.

If somebody is injured, you can assist in many 
ways.

Indications are that you will be receiving inquiry regarding Dianetics, 
Hubbard Dianetics Foundation, Hubbard College, L. Ron Hubbard, et al, and 
that this situation ( I almost said "mess" ) is going to get bigger before 
it gets smaller and that it will be somewhat difficult to distinguish be¬ 
tween the various elements. 

This bulletin is meant to supplement our bulletin of March 1, which should 
now be used principally for background information. 

L. Ron Hubbard we believe is no longer connected with the Hubbard Foundation 
or Hubbard College. He is said to be in Phoenix, Arizona but I have no 
verification on this. On June 3 j 1952 he was ordered by federal bankruptcy 
court to show cause v/hy he should not be cited for contempt of court for 
alleged failure to return certain lectures, tape recordings and similar 
property that were considered the property of the Foundation. 

James M* Elliott, Hubbard's associate in Hubbard College and very briefly 
connected vrith the Foundation prior to its bankruptcy, is wanted on a felony 
warrent on charges that he unlawfully took similar property from the Foun¬ 
dation in February, 1952. 

Hubbard and Elliott have "sold" Hubbard College to one Virginia L, Piggett 
who presumably mil continue to operate under that name, Mrs. Piggett's 
qualifications for operating a college to teach dianetics are not'known to 
us. She is known here as a promoter in various types of enterprises with 
her divorced and deceased (?) husband. Further than this at the moment I 
cannot give you a "quotable quote" but extreme caution is suggested* 

Hubbard Dianetics Foundation is Continuing to 'operate under the original 
name up to now* Don Purcell (see report) and associates after the bank¬ 
ruptcy bought the physical assets from the referee, and presumably will 
continue along the same lines, without the services of Hubbard, with whom 
they are feuding. Purcell has a good reputation as to business integrity* 

’.There or when or if Allied Scientists of the World will show up again re¬ 
mains to be seen. This and International Library of Arts and Sciences were 
creatures of Hubbard, and stopped active operations as a result of the bank¬ 
ruptcy proceedings. 

Judging by inquiries we are receiving from non-Bureau cities throughout the 
country you will doubtless be asked about the concern mentioned first above, 
and it will be important to make the distinction, I hope the above will be 
helpful, and will be glad to try to answer further questions.

When L. Ron Hubbard gave dianetics 
to a wondering world (Time. July 24- 
1950"). it looked as though he had claimed 
everything in sight, and more. “The hid¬ 
den source of all psvchos.omatic ills and 
human aberration has been discovered.” 
he wrote then, “and skills have been de¬ 
veloped for their invariable cure.” But 
to Science Fictioneer Hubbard, these 
achievements soon seemed like kid stuff. 
He broke with the Hubbard Dianetic 
Foundation in Wichita, “to further pur¬ 
sue investigations into the incredible and 
iantastic.” as the foundation puts it. Now, 
the founder of still another cult, he claims 
to have discovered the ultimate secrets 


of life and the universe, and to be able to 
cure everything, including cancer. 

For the cult. L. (for Lafayette) Ron 
'• (for Ronald) Hubbard has whipped up 
■ the bastard word “scientology,’ ? which he 
defines as “knowing about knowing” or 
' “the science of knowledge.” His latest 
ology is compounded of equal' parts of 
science fiction, dianetics (with “auditing,” 

: “preclears” and engrams), and plain jab- 
bcrwocky.* Hubbard has preached his gos¬ 
pel to the British; he spent last week 
. drumming for converts in Philadelphia. 

•• Awed by his own accomplishments, Hub¬ 
bard has awarded himself the degree of 
^ “D. Sen.”—doctor of Scientology. 
f E-Mefer Readings. It all began when 
v Hubbard added an electrical gadget to his 
dianetic auditing—an "electropsychome¬ 
ter” or “E-meter.” something like a lie de¬ 
tector. The subject holds electrodes in his 
hands, and a dial needle records changes 
in current when he tells about deeply dis-’ 
turbing things in his past. Hubbard found 
that some of his subjects could not locate 
“painful prenatal experiences” anywhere 

V on earth, but when he asked them whether 
these things had happened bn another 
planet, the needle jumped like crazy. 

This was enough for Hubbard. He 
scrapped, his old dianetics “time track” 
(running back to the moment of the sub¬ 
ject's conception) and soared off through 
“whole track” cosmic space. In a number 
of booklets and pamphlets on Scientology 
and “electropsychometry.” be tells how 
he has discovered and isolated “Life En¬ 
ergy in such a form as to revive the dead 
or dying . . . [gained] the ability to make 
one s body old or young at will, the ability 
to heal the ill without physical contact, 
the ability to cure the insane and inca¬ 
pacitated.” 

Everyone, it seems, is 74 trillion years . 
old, and has been reincarnated over & 
over in cycles (“spirals"), which have 
been getting shorter as evolution has 
speeded up. The current spiral began a. 
mere 35,000 years ago. Everyone has a 
“theta being.” which represents his es- . 
sential thought-energy and becomes asso¬ 
ciated with a “MEST” body (another 
Hubword made from the initials of mat¬ 
ter. energy, space, time). 

Clams & Birds. In contrast with the 
primitive dianetician, who was content 
} merely to probe the subject’s life here on 
. > earth, the scientologist gets him stretched 
~‘j on a couch, gripping the electrodes and 
usually wearing blinkers and tries to reach 
preconception pains as fast as possible. 

The subject may be disturbed because of 
unimaginable horrors perpetrated on his 
theta being in outer space billions of years 
ago. (“Things are as rough in outer space 
as they are here.” says a devout Hub- 
bardian. “Anything can happen.”) If a 
subject has a pain in his jaw, it may be 
that in an earlier spiral he was a clam. If 
this pain is associated with fear of falling, 
he must have been a clam that was picked 


up bv a bird and dropped on the rocks. 

Whenever the subject starts to babble 
ahout the terrible conditions on Venus or 
the moon, the .scientologist knows that he 
is on the beam.

0. Mathison. Mathison was associated with the Hubbard Dianetlca Research 
Foundation in Los Angeles from about 1950 to 1955* Since his break vlth 
Hubbard, Mathison hss started his own branch of a Dianetlas cult type firm 
called the Arson Manufacturing Company at 1214 w. 30th Street in Los Angeles. 
A. 5. vanVogt was the director of the Hubbard Dlanetics Research Foundation 
in Los Angeles beck about 1950. He also apparently split off from Hubbard 
about this time. He la listed in the classified section of the Los Angeles 
telephone directory as having an office at 7089 Hawthorns Qlvd. under the 
note of Hollywood Dlanetics. 


None of the above mentioned individuals bad a police record at either 
the Los Angeles Police Department, the Beverly Hills Police Department or 
the Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department under the names provided. A 
aimlliar police check is being done on Robert S. Wingate in Arizona at 
this time. These results will be submitted under a separate cover.

This is in response to your telephoned request for what informa¬ 
tion we might have in our files on the general subject of ’’Scientology." 


You may recall that around 1950 L. Ron Hubbard wrote a book which 
he called "Dianetics.” He seems to be in the forefront of this quasi¬ 
religious group known as "Scientologists", who apparently seek to practice 
what Hubbard wrote about in his book. 



The file on this subject was kept for several years in the office 
of our Council on Mental Health. In answering inquiries on the subject, 
that office advised that the Council itself had informally considered and 
discussed information coming to it with relation to the Scientologists 
organizations; that the Council had not officially expressed an opLnion 
about such organizations, but that the Council members seemed to be con¬ 
vinced that none of these organizations or the treatment methods they 
employ are based on a scientific medical background. 

A Query and Minor Note” on the subject was published in THE 
JOURNAL of the American Medical Association for July 29, 1950. We en¬ 
close a photocopy of our file copy of that item. 

Several references to Dianetics have appeared in Time Magazine . 
We enclose photocopies of items from the issues of July 24, 1950. and 
Dec. 22, 1952. 


According to the Detroit (Mich.) News fer March 26. 1953. two 
operators, Mrs. Refa Postel and Earl Cunard, were charged with practicing 
medicine without a license. We enclose a photocopy of the newspaper item 
and photograph. Our files do not contain reference to any disposition of 
this one. 


The Washington (D. C.) Tjmes-HeraId for April 24. 1951, in a 
UP story out of Los Angeles, reported a divorce suit against Mr. Hubbard 
We enclose a photocopy of that item. 

We enclose, also, a photocopy of a recent. (Jan. 21, 1963) story 
on Scientology from the Washington Daily News . This apparently resulted 
fr®m a very recent seizure of a quantity of E-Meters." You might wish 
to contact the Food and Drug Administration in Washington for further 
details on that.

Of Two Minds 

A new cult is smoldering through the 
L'.S. underbrush. Its name: dianetics. Last 
week its bible, Dianetics ! The Modern 
Sc inter of Mental Health, was steadily 
r!:;al)in" the U.S. bestseller lists. Demand 
was especially heavy on the West Coast. 

I tinnkstores in Los Angeles were selling 
Dianrtics on an under-the-counter basis. 
Armed with the manual, which they called 
simply "The Book,” fanatical converts 
nvrrilowed Saturday night meetings in 
Hollywood, held dinnetics parties, formed 
! clubs, and ‘‘audited'* (treated) each other. 

In many ways, dianctics (‘‘the science 
of mind”) is the poor man's psychoanaly¬ 
sis; it has a touch of Coueism and a mild 
resemblance to Buchmanite confession. It 
purports to cleanse the mind of previous 
harmful influences, thus vastly increasing 
its powers and efficiency, by making the 
v individual relive former painful experi¬ 
ences to "discharge” their evil power. Ac¬ 
cording to dianetics’ discoverer, L. (for 
Lafayette) Ron (for Ronald) Hubbard: 
"The hidden source of all psychosomatic 
ills and human aberration has been discov¬ 
ered and skills have been developed for 
their invariable cure." Sample ills: arthri¬ 
tis. allergies, asthma, some coronary diffi¬ 
culties, eye trouble, ulcers, migraine head¬ 
aches, sex deviations. 

Ron Hubbard, 39, a swashbuckling, red- 
haired six-footer, originally unveiled dia¬ 
nctics in the magaiine Astounding Science- 
Fiction. As a result, its earliest devotees 
were science fiction fans. When Dianetics 
was first published (Hermitage House: 
$4), doctors and psychologists paid it 
little heed. But last week some were get¬ 
ting in on what seemed like a good thing. 
The Los Angeles Times carried an ad: 

1 "Those interested in receiving dianetic 
auditing please telephone DU 2-3260." At 
I the end of the line was Dr. Vernon Bron¬ 
son Twitchell, psychologist; he said be got 
about a dozen calls a day. 

Reason & Records. According to Hub¬ 
bard's "science,” the mind consists of two 
parts: 1) the analytical (corresponding 
roughly to Freud's “conscious” mind), 
which perceives, remembers and reasons; 
and j) the reactive '(something like 
Freud’s “unconscious"), which neither re¬ 
members nor reasons but simply records.' 
Normally, the analytical mind is domi¬ 
nant. But it can be "switched off” by un¬ 
consciousness from injury or aneslhetia, 
more often by acute emotional shock or 
physUal pain. 

Then. jays Hubbard, the reactive mind 
j is switched on. It does not store memories, 
i hut ’Vrtgrarns”—impressions on proto- 
: ;>iar.m itself. An engram is, he declares, “a

of Hubbard's cases: a woman is struck by 
a man, and while she is unconscious he 
kicks and reviles her. A chair is overturned 
and a faucet has been left running. She 
docs not “remember” these things because 
she is unconscious, but according to dia¬ 
netics her reactive mind records them all 
in an engram. Later, the crash of an over¬ 
turned chair and the sound of running 
water might make the engram "key-in” to 
her analytical mind, vaguely bring back the 
pain of the kicks or actually make her ilL 
Count to Seven, To exorcise such a 
demon engram, the dianetics patient lolls 
on a couch or easy chair in a dimly lit 
room. The auditor says: “When I count 



Along the time track, engrams, 

from one to seven your eyes will close.” 
He keeps counting to seven until the pa¬ 
tient's eyes close. (The patient, says Hub¬ 
bard, is still awake but ia “reverie.”) In a 
typical procedure, the auditor may next 
command: "Let us return to your fifth 
birthday.” The patient's mind is then sup¬ 
posed to slip back along its “time track” 
to that birthday. Having "returned,” be 
“relives” the experience. 

By skipping from one point on the time 
track to another, the patient eventually 
relives a variety of painful experiences. In 
to doing, he may reel from the relived 
pein of 1 blow on the head, double up with 
stomach-cramps, sweat or shiver in terror. 
Once these painfui engrams have been run 
through the waking analytical mind, says 
Hubbard, they lose their "charge”—their 
power of evil. The analytical mind puts 
them in t dead file like so many dosed 
accounts. The final goal of dianetics—in 
its own jargon—ts to make the patient a 
“dear,” a person whose every engram has 
been resolved. 

Hubbard's moat striking departure from 


V©) psychoanalytical schools is his in- 
s&cnce that protoplasm begins to record 
engrams immediately after conception. He 
sees the period of gestation as one of dire 
discomforts and great perils. The most 
important of all engrams, which he dubs 
"basic-bask," is the first one received after 
conception—perhaps during the mother's • 
examination by her doctor, or in some 
mishap before her pregnancy is known. 

Forceps Pains. Frank Dessler, an office 
manager at ?oih Century-Fox, had dab¬ 
bled in dianetics and was persuaded to 
audit an actor’s wife who had suffered 
from migraine. Says Dessler: “She was 
suffering a severe headache, but it wasn’t 
like migraine. It seemed to be sharp and 
on either side of the head. Finally, she 
actually experienced birth. She crouched 
on the couch in foetal position with her 
head between her knees.” She attributed 
the pain she felt to the pull of the forceps 
on her head. Having relived her birth, her 
migraine disappeared. 

A couple in their 30s, Arthur and Elena 
Tracy, were auditing each other. Says 
Elena: “I’d had a great deal of illness all 
my life—every psychosomatic illness you 
can think of. I was in bed all through my 
last pregnancy and for three months after 
it. Now I believe I’ll have no more trou¬ 
ble. I believe it with all my heart. My 
husband took me back to what I believe 
was the prenatal period of my life. I began 
to feel as if I were drowning. I brought up 
phlegm . . . and my eyes were running. 

I almost choked and began gasping for 
breath. Apparently my head was twisted 
to one side in my mother’s womb. The 
pain was intense." 

Some professional psychologists have 
taken up dianetics. Says Dr. Jean Bor¬ 
deaux, psychotherapist (Ph.D., no M.D.): 
“I’m using dianetics every day and using 
■ it on doiens of patients. It works. Hub- 
. bard made a contribution—make no mis¬ 
take about that.'”' However. Hubbard in¬ 
sists that the treatment, even at the hands 
of an untrained layman, can do no harm. 
"On this.” says Dr. Bordeaux, “we part 
company.” 

More specific is the concern of Dr. 

• Pauline JC. Pumphrey (an osteopath with 
an M.D.), in whose-ultramodern Santa 
Monica home two-score dianrtics fans met 
last week to pool their resources (some 
hoped to audit each other—somewhat in 
t W fashion of a Buchmanite meeting). 
There is danger. Dr. Pumphrey holds, if 
Hubbard's cellular theory is right, that an 
mep>t auditor "contacting” the engram re¬ 
corded at the time of a severe hemorrhage, 
for example, might cause the hemorrhage 
to be repeated. 

But most dianetics fans are laymen, 
and some accept every Hubbard word u 
revealed truth. Said one: “I have trouble 
1 only when I have any doubts. The main 
. thing is for the auditor to subject him- 
, seif to a thorough indoctrination which 
amounts to a sublime faith.”

. P i xcniatry. It docs not take cognizance of the observa- 
tioni and Vitwi of psychiatrist*. Article, on dianetics have not 
appeared in national psychiatric journal,, but a long article 
apixared recently in a science-fiction magarine. The author. L, 
Kon Hubbard, i, best known a, a kcience-fiction writer. The 
author ot the recently published “Handbook on Dianetics" 
nlakes fantastic claims as to the effiracy of his therapy, com¬ 
pletely brushes aside edrrent medical psychiatric understand¬ 
ing of mental disturbances and of psyclxxherapy. Because it 
promises so much to the reader, the book and the views of the 
autlior will probably attract attention. The book will be con¬ 
tusing to readers and cannot be recommended by responsible 
puyucuni. 

Axsw,.*.—The 400 page "Dianetics: The Modern Science of 
Mental Health, by I.. Ron Huhliard. is the only material avail¬ 
able on this subject known to the writer. Although a preface 
IS written by a pr.ysieian. the subject is not presented as being 
related to medicine. Psychiatry would certainly not claim it. 
The author is a layman and describes in hi, system of "treat¬ 
ment" a metliod whereby one layman can help another over¬ 
come a psychologic illness. Apparently the author thinks in 
terms of mathematic* ami of man as a machine. His theory is 
that psychologic difficulties are caused by "blocked engrams" 
memory images which are confused or distorted in the body 
cells of the subject. Once tliese are "recalled" and “cleared “ 
the subject gets well and remains well. The author makes 
grow errors in his oversimplification of the personality structure 
and function. His elaborate claims in the "treatment" results 
are unsupported._ _ __ 
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Remember Venus? 

When L. Ron Hubbard gave dianetics 
to a wondering world (Time. July 14. 
11150 1, il looked an though he had claimed 
everything in sight- and more. "The hid¬ 
den source of all psychosomatic tils and 
human aberration has been discovered." 
he wrote then, "and skills have been de- 
vclofxd for their invariable cure." But 
to Science Fictioneer Hubbard, these 
achievements soon seemed likr kid stuff. 
He broke with the Hubbard Dianetic 
Foundation in Wichita, "to further pur¬ 
sue investigation* into the incredible and 
fanuatle." » lh« foundation put* il. Now. 
the founder of itill another cult, he claims 
to have discovered the ultimate secrets 


oV'tifc and the universe, ar.d to be able to 
cure everything, including cancer. 

For the cult. L. (for L-ifayeiie) Ron 
(for Ronald 1 Hubbard has whipped up 
the bastard word "scientologv." which he 
defines as "knowing about knowing" or 
"the science of knowledge." His latest 
ology is compounded of equal parts of 
science fiction, dianetics 1 with "auditing.'' 
“preclears" and engramsi. and plain jab- 
berwocky.* Hubbard has preached his gos¬ 
pel to the British: he spent last week 
drumming for converts in Philadelphia. 
Awed by his own accomplishments, Hub¬ 
bard has awarded himself the degree of 
“D. Sen.”—doctor of scientologv. 

E-Met*r Reading*. It alt began when 
Hubbard added an electrical gadget to his 
dianetic auditing—an "electropsychome- 
ter" or “E-meter." something like a lie de¬ 
tector. The subject holds electrodes in his 
hands, and a dial needle records changes 
in current when he tells about deeply dis-- 
lurbing things in his ;xist. Hubbard found 
that some of his subjects could not locate 
"painful prenatal experiences" anywhere 
on earth, but when he asked them whether - " 
these things had happened on another 
planet, the needle jumped like craay. 

This was enough tor Hubbard. He 
scrapped his old dianetics "time track" 
(running back to the moment of the sub¬ 
ject's-conception t and soared off through 
"whole track" cosmic space. In a number 
of booklets and jtamphlets on scientology 
and "electro()sychometry." he tells how 
he has discovered and isolated "Life En¬ 
ergy in such a form as to revive the dead 
or dying . . . (gained 1 , the ability.to make 
one s body old or young at will, the ability 
to heal the ill without physical contact, 
the ability to cure the insane and inca¬ 
pacitated." 

Everyone, it seems, is 74 trillion years 
old. and has been reincarnated over fk 
over in cycles I "spirals" ', which have 
been getting shorter as evolution has 
speeded up. The current spiral began a. 
mere 55.000 years ago. Everyone has a 
"theta being." which represents his es¬ 
sential thought-energy and becomes asso¬ 
ciated with a "ME 5 T" body (another 
Hubword made from the initials of mat¬ 
ter. energy, space, time). 

Clam* & Bird*. In contrast with the 
primitive dianetician. who was content 
merely to probe the subject's life here on 
' earth, the scientologist gets him stretched 
on a couch, gripping the electrodes and 
usually wearing blinker* and tries to reach 
preconception pains as fast as possible. 

The subject may be disturbed because of 
unimaginable horrors perpetrated on his 
theta being in outer spa* e billions of year* 
ago ("Things are as rough in outer space 
as they are here." says a devout Hub- 
bardian. "Anything can haopen.’"j If a 
subject has a pain in his jaw. it may be 
that in in earlier spiral he was a clam. If 
this pain it associated with ftar of falling, 
he must have been a clam that was picked

2. An affidavit of applicant showing how long he has been in the. 
ministry, how, when, and where he conducts religious meetings, 
size of his congregation, how much of his time is spent in re¬ 
ligious work, what compensation he receives for his religious . 
work, and in what other business, if any, he is engaged. 

3. An affidavit of a local, (D.C.) reputable person showing that 
the applicant is a person of good moral character. 

4. A certified copy of the charter of the religious organization, 

or body, of which the applicant purports to be a member, if there', 
be such a charter, together with the applicants certificate of / • 
ordination,if he has any. ' 

5. If any of the requirements listed cannot be met, an affidavit 
of the applicant’s stating why the omitted information cannot 
be furnished. These regulations were put into effect on June 
14, 1946. 

These requirements were met for the Founding Church of Scientology by William 
H. Young, whose address was listed as 1826 R St., H.W., Washington, D.C. Mr. 
Young had formerly been registered as a minister of the Salvation Army. On 
April 21, 1955, Mr. Young indicated that he had been a minister of the Founding 
Church of Scientology in Phoenix, Ariz. since April 8, 1954. He indicates that 
at present, in Washington D. C., he has a congregation of 43 people and obtains 
a salary of .'$5000.00 per year. Mr. Richard F. Steves of Phoenix, Ariz. signed 
a statement indicating that Mr. Young was a minister in good standing of the 
Founding Church of Scientology. Another statement to that effect was signed 
by Elaine M. Joslyn, secretary to the Board:.of the Founding Church of Scientology 

Once a minister has been duly registered to perform marriages in the District 
of Columbia, he can then vouch for other individuals to do likewise, without 
the other individual supplying all of the information previously mentioned. 

Mr. Richard F. Steves was then licensed as a minister of the Founding Church 
of Scientology to perform marriages, being vouched for by Mr. William Young. 

On 5/4/60, Mr. Steves then vouched for Bevis John Leslie Fudge, whose address 
was listed as 1821 19tn St., N.W. Eleanore Turner is also a licensed minister, 
certified.to perform a marriage in the District of Columbia as of 7/22/60. 

A check was also made at the Marriage License Bureau of all of the 38 individuals 
who are appearing in our recent seizure actions. A check was also made of Mr. 
John Sanborn, Mr. Bonnie D. Turner, Mr. Joseph Belotte, Mr. Ralph and Kenneth 
Swanson, Marie Aleberg, Judy Breeding, Christine Free, and Dr. Daniel Blaine. 

None of these individuals are registered with the District of Columbia to 
perform marriages. 
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During my visit to the Marriage License Bureau, it was also learned that Mr. 
Harris R. Angell had applied for privilege of performing marriage ceremony 
on January 4, 1963. He was vouched for by Mr. Bevis John Leslie Fudge. His 
application, however, was temporarily postponed by Mr. Robert Sterns, Chief 
Deputy Clerk of the Court, in order that a decision could be made as to >•. 

whether the Founding Church of Scientology is in fact a religious organization. 

According to Mr. Robert Sterns, Chief Deputy Clerk of the Court, certification 
of ministers to perform marriages are covered by District Regulations, Title.—..' 
30, Paragraph 106.

I ask that you take all possi:: I . iV.kr, wit;. In power to. 

reverse this arbitrary and capricious action of the Food and 
Drug Administration immediately. 

I am not a member of The Founding Church of Scientology. In 
my opinion both Mrs. Roblneau and myself have received sub¬ 
stantial benefits from the methods and procedures using the 
electrometer as an aid utilized by The Founding Church of 
Scientology. Mr. Hubbard may be correct in the Implication 
made in the first paragraph of his press release of January 5 , 

1963 that this Is an attack by the United States Government 
upon religion and not some special Interest using the Govern¬ 
ment, but I cannot believe this to be. true.

The first professional degree is that of Auditor, At tfto beginning 
of the interview Mrs, Hubbard made it clear that although she has a 
degree of Auditor she is not a practicing Auditor, that she does 
not "Audit" people professionally (for money). The members of 
Sctentology receive a periodical which is published at irregular \l\ 
intervals and is entitled "Ability*, Mrs, Harlan showed me a card 
which indicates she tm a member of Hubbard Association of Seientolo- 
gists, Inc, ' .-Js 


At one time during a meeting of the people ufto are interested in 
Scientology a proposal was made to organise a Church of Scientology 
of Illinois • When Pearl Harlan inquired as to why they should 
organise this as a church she teas told by a woman auditor named 
Mrs, Roger Ferguson that the purpose was to keep policemen from 
inquiring or meddling into their practices," This pussled Mrs, 
J9ar/an because she couM not see the connection between a science 
and a church, Mrs, Harlan's address book listed the maiden name 
of Mrs, Forquson as Dam Alexander when she lived at 4035 H, 
Southport, Chicago 13» Illinois, She did not have the present 
address of this party but she did have one for Reverend Wing and 
Smokey Angell as Apt, 1/04, 14 W, Him St,, Chicago 10, Illtnois, 

Among tft* later degrees or steps tn Scientology is a process of 
"Clearing", From reading certain booklets the process involves 
"auditing* to "recall* block engrams which must be "cleared," 

When a person has been "cleared" he is apparently free from all 
mental tnhibittons or psychological blocks / then his mental and 
physical abilities are at thetr peak. Anyway, she and her husband 
interviewed an auditor named Jack Horner on the near north eide. 

The address in her address book is virtually illegible, Homer 
had a minister's certificate hanging on the wall of this office 
and there was one for another person, When I suggested the name. 
Wing Angell, she recalled'that this was correct, His name is 
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Lafayette Bon Hubbard 
Founding Church of Scientology 
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opellcd with two I'e rather than one am in our assignment, Homer '[ 
determined that Ure. Harlan needed auditing and that it would 
probably take about 3 weeks to "olear her. The fee for thin deter- 
jetnatien me it0,00, 

Ur, d Ure, Harlan had been attending regular bueineee meetinge of the 
organisation at an address on the near north aide for about a year, 
Attendance at bueineee meeting me by written invitation only 
so that they concluded that anyone preeent would be a fully accredited 
auditor . Lecture meetinge are open to the publtc. During these 
bueineee meetinge they became acquainted with a man known as Roy Justl 

Roy Justin olaimed that in add it ton to being a qualified auditor 
for Scientology that he had a diploma to praettce psychoanalysts, ■ 
Justin me Itvtng with a woman, whom he introduced as Ure, Justtn 
and two children in a trailer at Gary, Indiana/ Ure, Harlan later 
learned that he me not married to this woman, Since tt would re- "- 
quire about 4 hours a day to audit Ure • Harlan, she suggested that 
he stay in their home which is a very large house with spare rooms « - 
Justtn me also to be a sort of a partner with the Harlans tn that ■ 
Justtn would audit clients which would be secured by Ure, Harlan, V 
Fart of the fees for this auditing would be shared with Ur, * Ure, 
Harlan since they were furnishing the office space, However, thte 
plan fell thru for inability to obtain clients. From another source 
I learned that she sent poet cards to people including doctors 
suggesting they be audited, 


The fee for clearing Ure, Harlan me paid tn advance tn the amount 
of 9 1,000, Justin moved tn about November t&O. A day or so later 
Justtn ms driven by Ur, & Ure, Harlan accompanied by their three 
daughters over to Justin*a trailer was parked. They arrtved 

Just as the tratler ms betng repossessed and Justtn barely had 
time to get some of hts clothes out of the tratler . JuBttn*s 
"wife* and two children had decided to take one of hts four cars about 
this time and return to Washington, D,G, Within a few days they 
learned that the entire $1,000 ms gone, what with debts for 
four cars he had bean driving, The knowledge of this ftnancial 
instability came as rather a shock to both Ur, & Ure,' Harlan inasmuch 
as they had anticipated that anyone ioho was authorised to "clear" anot 
person should be a highly successful and responsible person including 
financially. 


In sptts of their shaken faith Justtn was allowed to proceed with 
her audit since they mnted their money*a worth for that which 
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had already been paid, Very ehortly tt became apparent to Mr*, 

Harlan that Justin me not following the methods prescribed by 
Scientology as they knew it, Mrs « Harlan began to suspect that 
Justin was off mentally m 

It should be explained at this time that the process of auditing 
oonsists of commands given by the auditor to the subject, while 
the subject holds in his hands two electrodes of the E-Meter, 

The first commands are those for orientation, such as "Look at the 
tfoor* Thank you. Look at the cetltng * Thanh you, Think of a 
moment of pleasure," Then if the subject in thinking of this moment 
of pleasure does not respond truthfully the meter will regtster 
thts defection, She showed me a meter tchich belongs to her husband 
and is labeled as "Hubbard Electrometer for use in Scientologtcal 
clearing," She was eventually able to find a manual for thts device 
which runs 116 pages • When she first told me of the meter she called 
tt an Sleetropeychometer and ehowed me a manual,"SIectropsychometery" 
by Volney G, Mathtson, Los Angeles, California, Tt showed a picture 
of an entirely different device. When I protested that this manual 
was for a different device she finally found the correct manual which 
she showed me the nest day. 

In the interval between my two interviews Mrs, Harlan had ascertained 
from her husband that ho bought his Electrometer in the summer of 
1959 at Washington, D,C, from 8, Wingate, then of Phoenix, Arizona, 

It cost $76, She showed me the manual entitled "The Hubbard 
Slectrometer by John Sanborn, based on raoaarch and development by 
L, Bon Hubbard," 1959 » all rights reserved, Mrs, Harlan's three 
daughters are now 14, 12, 8 years old. In addition to breaking the 
auditing rules Justin began to take over the household am though 
he mated the place. He was paying no board nor room for his enttre 
stay of about nine months and raided the refrigerator at will. If 
one of her daughters vacated a chair while watching TV, Justin might 
sit down and refused to reltnquieh the chair when the child returned . 
He walked into tho girls' bedroom, which naturally caused them to 
protest, and on one occaesien ho even followed Mrs, Harlan through 
her bedroom into her prioato bathroom. 

Pearl Harlan's complaints to her husband were unavailing as he 
considered that it only showed all the more that Mrs, Harlan wae 
in more need of clearing, 

Mrs, Harlan began to threaten to telephone the police and eventually 
did sot however, she was overheard on the telephone by her husband 
or by Justin, Before the two policemen arrived at the house. Boy 
Justin picked her up bodily and carried her fighting all the way 
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upstair a and dropped her into a chair • Meanwhile tdten the two 
officers arrived her husband net then at the door and identified 
himself a* Mr. Harlan and told them his wife was being given a 
treatment. Believing the matter to be a domestic affair the 
policemen went away. 

Boy Justin answered her complaints about his domineering that 
this ms the way they treated people, who were psychotic. Mrs. 
Harlan began to telephone other auditors and complained about 
the treatment she mo receiving*. She telephoned one named Joseph 
Palaile of 1383 H. Maud Ave., Chicago 14, Illinois, who telephoned 
her husband and reminded him that after all this ms his wife. 

She wrote to the Washington, D.C. office of Scientology. She 
telephoned Bing Angell who told her, “Pearl, I don*t think you are 
insane • Are you willing to go on with the Audit?" Since her 
husband ms siding wtth Justin she ms obliged to go on with the 
audit. There ms a room on the second floor iditch ms ftxed as 
on office in which the auditing teas dona. She stated that at 
least on one occaeston when she told Justin that she did not want 
to proceed with the audit, he grabbed by the arm and forcibly pulled 
her tntc the auditing room. 

Pearl Harlan told me she went to the Lawyer*s Referral Service and 
considered filing for divorce during this time of trouble. She 
said I could verify this if I wished by contacting that agency. 
Posstbly her complaint to the Washington headquarters bore fruit 
since eventually she and her husband were asked to come to local 
headquarters on the near Horth Side .and see a Mr. & Mrs. Ralph 
Ojeda whose home address is Fleetwood Apartment Hotel, 6036 N. 
Vinthrop Ave., Chicago, Illinois. Mrs. Ojeda interviewed Mr. A 
Mrs • Harlan alone and then sent them out and talked to Soy Justin 
alone. Then they called them all in together tncludtng the three 
children. Mrs. Ojeda told Roy Justin to move out of Mrs. Harlan*s 
home, that his certificate ms no longer in order. Justin then 
left her home sometime in August of 1961. My notes tndteate that 
Mrs • Harlan stated that Justin first went to this address at 6 026* 

H. Wtnthrop Ave., Chtcago, Illinois, that of the Ojedas. Next 
day Mrs % Borland stated that Justin moved into an apartment wtth 
a James Brubaker, an artistf the telpphone book shows his address 
as 19 H* Pearson St., Chicago, Illinois. 

However, they had not heard the end of Roy Justin. He appeared 
at a Girl Scout Camp at Butternut Spring near Valparaiso, Indiana 
and tried to see two of her daughters claiming to be their uncle. 

The camp authorities permitted him to see the girls in their 
presence and when they denied any relationship, they watched him 
go miking down the road. The camp authorities telephoned 
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ifm. Harlan reporting this instance, Sometime, after thla tncl 
dent he followed the girle right Into the Vanderpoel School and 
tried to remove one of the girls from echoolf the principal called 
the police • Ae I undermtoed Mrs, Harlan, the police arrived and 
arrested Jumttn and ashed uhether Mrs, Harlan cared to etgn a 
complaint against him* Prom another source Z learned thle occurred 
in September or October 1 96 1 but that Justin escaped before the 
police arrived • Anyway, Mrs* Harlan reported both of these tact- 
dents to Hr*. Ojeda tn person* Mrs, Ojeda told her to go to a 
Judge and smear cut a warrant against Justin not to molest the 
children but not to say any more tftan this, Z ashed Mrs, Harlan 
uhat Mrs, Ojeda meant by not telling any more, Apparently this 
referred to Justin*s connection with Scientology, Mrs, Ojeda told 
Mrs, Harlan that she could tell her eomethtng more about Juattn 
but she was not going to, Mr, Ojeda called eomethtng to hts wife 
about her being an accessory, Ptnally tn her conversation with 
Mrs, Ojeda, Mrs, Harlan mentioned that Justtn when he had been tn 
her home hodslept tn the same bed with her daughter. Immediately 
Mrs, Ojeda exclaimed something l the this, m Ohl he shouldn't have 
done that,* and finally told her that Justtn was an escapee from 
St, Elisabeth's Hospital (for the Insane) at Washington, D,C, 

When I ashed If Justtn ever assaulted her daughters, Mrs, Harlan 
denied thief Justtn was Just very frtendly with 

Mrs, Harlan stated that she wrote a letter to St, Hitsabeth'e 
Hospttal but never had any reply. Bight after Christmas three 
U, 3, Marshals called at thetr home with warrants to apprehend 
Justtn, I told her It seemed unusual for three federal marshals to 
come laohtng for one man and was she certain there were that many 
and that they were Federal rather than State officers. She Insisted 
they were Federal Marshals, later tn January of 19&3 agents of 
the FBI called an her a couple of weeks before my visit. They 
were also tngutrtng the whereabouts of Justtn, Hither the marshals 
or the FBI agents told her that Justin was involved tn the rape of 
a two year old child at the residence idlers he had moved after 
leaving her place, Mrs, Harlan told me Mrs, Ojeda was also aware 
Justtn was originally incarcerated because of an assault on a minor, 
This could bo why Mr* Ojeda accused hie wife of being an accessory 
If anything had ?tappened to Mr, Harlan's daughters while Justin 
was tn thetr home. 

Before dictating thts report I ascertained from the marshal's 
office that three deputise did go to her home and attempted to 
apprehend Justtn as an escapee from St, Elisabeth's Hospital and 
also wanted for rape In 19&, Mrs, Harlan was told Boy Justtn' 
real name Is Burets in. 
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lira, Harlan related other Incidents which illustrate the character 
of mono of the followers of Scientology, At one time William Banka, 
an auditor, spoke at a meeting in the downtown Chicago Scientology 
off tee in which he used very vulgar language, He was insolent xBten 
Mrs • Harlan apparently protested such conduct, He stated that 
Scientology considered anyone ufto questioned such conduct as 
"aberratedThis seemed to be the general attitude of this group, 

On anoftfttfr accession about January 1962 a man telephoned her husband 
and introduced himself as Cy Addison, an auditor from Florida, 

Another auditor in Chicago had referred him to Mr m Harlan for help, 
His car was stuck in a snow bank • Addison inquired uhether they 
could put him up for the night and stated that he hhd a dark Italtan 
girl traveling with him. When her husband brought the couple to 
their residence they discovered that the girl with him was obviously 
a colored girl, Mrs, Harlan stated that she reproached Addison for 
doing this since tt would make trouble for her among her neighbors, 
Addison stayed five days and ultimately borrowed money before they 
could get rid of him, 

Mrs, Harlan stated that Wing Angell is one of the most successful 
from a financial standpoint of any of the auditors, according to 
his oun claims, He is about $0 years old and said to have a very 
good voice. On one ft the regular Friday night lectures Mrs, Harlan 
was unable to attend so her husband taped a recording of this 
meeting. It is possible that Mr, Harlan still has this tape, I 
did not inquire stnee I am not sure as yet what Mr, Harlan r s attitude 
is toward the Food & Drug Administration, 

During my second visit Mrs, Harlan told me that her husband had 
talked to a Jerold Hedtn of 42$ Surf Street Apt, 70 Q and he would 
like to have the inspector telephone him. He mentioned that there 
had been an tnvertigatton of the S-Meter several years ago, A man 
named Paul Besasian of $231 N, Wayne Drive, Chicago 11, Illinois 
used to hold the regular Friday night meetings until they learned 
of the legal action at Washington, D,C. After learning of this 
legal action he declined to hold any further meetings and they 
were at present being held at the Sands Motel and being conducted 
by Hedin and Maury Lerud of 108 S, Oak Court, Villa Park, Illinois, 
(These lectures are open to the public for a dollar per meeting,) 

Mrs, Harlan showed me a book distributed by Hubbard entitled 
"All About Rad tat ion" by Medic us, whom she believes to be Hubbard, 

In the back of this book was a formula for Vitamins which was called 
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"Dtanesene," Tablets by this name were recommended as a preventive 
of radiation injury • I asked Mrs » Bar lan if Bub bard had ever been 
selling such tablets and she told me that she dtd not know of any 
such enterprise •

Mrs, Harlan told me that she had always considered that Scientology 
was a Setenoe/ she stressed this very much • She has a copyrighted 
mimeographed sheet entitled "A Basic Evaluation of Science," whtch 
she sella for JO? a piece and I bought three of these • It to dated 
July 30, 1962 and deftnes her interpretation of Scientology • She 
stated tfcat on one oecasston she asked her husband what Scientology 
was and he could not define it , Apparently ehe has set forth to 
define it as in this sheet • These sheets are identified as Exhibit 
I, This sheet is her basis for stating that she owns the formula 
of Scientology • She has corresponded with the Washington office 
of Scientology on this matter . 

Mrs • Harlan told me that the seventh and eighth port tone of Scientology 
dtd deal with man*s survival as a spirit but this is the closest ths 
thing comes to rsltgton • She has always opposed passing off 
Scientology as a religion • Unfortunately, Mrs • Harlan does not 
keep earbon copies of her correspondence and much of it is on postal 
cards • She sometimes types her ideas down an pieces of paper and 

I could not tell if these were copies of correspondence uhich she 
had sent out or Just her ideas on the subject, so I had her tdenttfy 
some of these • She permitted me to examine all of her correspondence 
which she had filed under the "Church," and permitted me to borrow 
this correspondence for reproducing • I had her initial and date 
this material so it could be identified later • 

It will be noted that Mrs • Harlan has a habit of making notations 
on correspondence she received from others in which she comments on 
their ideast however, such comments are easily distinguished from 
the original •

Your wire to the President dated January 15, protesting the 
seizure of B meter devices at Washington, D.C., has been re¬ 
ferred to us for reply. 


This action was filed under the Federal Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
ct against the E meter device. No charges were made against any 
individual. Seizure of the devices was made in the possession of 
the Academy of Scientology and the Hubbard Guidance Center. The 
"Academy" trains "auditors," who treat "pre-clears" (patients). 
The Guidance Center receives money for the service of auditors 
in improving people’s health. 


Before making this seizure, a very careful investigation was made 
by our organization. The investigation developed that the E meter 
is nothing more than a simple galvanometer for conveying and 
measuring minute amounts of current from a small dry cell battery 
which is passed through the body when the tin can electrodes of 
the circuit are held in the hands. In a previous case involving 
a device of comparable construction, we had been able to establish 
that this type of machine has no value whatsoever in diagnosing 
or treating any disease of man. Nonetheless, the voluminous 
literature distributed by the Academy and the Guidance Center con¬ 
tains many representations that this device will treat and diagnose, 
detect and eliminate, all mental and nervous disorders and such 
serious diseases as arthritis, cancer, stomach ulcers, radiation 
burns, and poliomyelitis, which sire all classified as 
psychosomatic ailments in the literature. 


The investigation further developed the fact that a belief in the 
religion of Scientology was not a necessary part of either diag¬ 
nosis, treatment or cure. People were being treated by this 
worthless machine on a straight fee basis, without any requirement 
that they have any interest in the Founding Church. Indeed, during 
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an inspection on October 17, 1962, the top members of this organi¬ 
zation advised our inspectors that the benefits of the E meters 
could be achieved by any individual without any interest or belief 
in the church. 

We have a statement from a person who was told at the Academy 
that the religious angle was adopted for tax purposes. We have 
a written explanation by L. Ron Hubbard to the effect that the 
religion idea would enable practitioners to get into hospitals, 
prisons and other places where they otherwise would not be per¬ 
mitted. And we have a promotional statement that use of a 
religious title will increase the practitioners earnings among 
polio victims. We have a letter signed by a responsible person 
in the organization claiming the devices to be diagnostic 
machines. 

We are confident that we have the facts to establish that the 
E meters are diagnostic and therapeutic devices and not religious 
symbols or tools. 

Before undertalcing this case, we submitted all of the facts to 
our General. Counsel's office and they were discussed in con¬ 
siderable detail at the Department of Justice. Of course, the 
possibility that the religious defense would be made was recog¬ 
nized, but our attorneys concluded after reviewing the facts we 
had collected that this serious health menace could be dealt with 
without any involvement in religious questions.

Pear President Kennedy; 

On Jan. Q, 1963, I sent you a letter, a 
copy of which is enclosed in this letter. I did not receive a 
reply from you but I did receive a reply from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare. I am enclosing a copy of this 
letter. 

On receiving this letter from the Dept, 
of Health £ am more than ever concerned about religious 
freedom and civil rights in this country. I realise you are a 
very busy person and that we are engaged in crucial affairs 
abroad but i believe there is no poirf in winning over your 
enemy if in the process you become "better" (that is worse) 
than he is. The tactics used against Scientology are so very 
frighteningly like those we are told are used by the Russians. 
Believe me this is so. 

I have been acquainted with Scientology 
in various degrees of closeness for eleven years. Like your¬ 
self I am a voluminous reader. I believe I have read all the 
literature put out by Scientology in those eleven years, "ore 
than that I have made myself familiar with Scientology as it is 
practiced. In all those years I have never heard anyone say or 
intimate that an E-Meter is used to diagnose or treat disease, 
in my opinion, anyone who would make such a statement is either 
ignorant or malicious. The only source that has made such a 
statement to my knowledge is the Department of Health and 
Welfare. I am enclosing for you the only book which is used 
in the training of S-Meter use. I am sure that if you look 
thru it even hastily that you will not^even find the words, 
"cancer, arthritis, stomach ulcers, radiation burns etc." 

Since the Dept, of Health and Welfare has seised and destroyed 
these dangerous books they are hard come by. This one is ay 
personal copy. I am enclosing a self-addressaed stamped envelope. 
When you have read the book will you nut it in the envelope and 
send it back to ae? 
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The other Sunday I listened to a Catholic Priest ( I am 
interested in all religion) on the radio. He was talking about 
illness and disease. Re said that in these modern tinea, especi¬ 
ally, that if you treat disease from the physical level only 
that you are treating only half the man. He further said that if 
a person is physically ill he is spiritually in trouble* that if 
a person is seriously ill that the family should notify the 
priest* that if the family does not the doctor should! that if 
the doctor does not the nurse should! that if a nurse does not 
the neighbors should. Now this priest is saying more about 
disease and its spiritual implications than scientologists do. 

I 3 this priest to be put off the air in the interest of public 
health? 

Tr'e do say this about psychosomatic illness. 

"There are illnesses for which the ;uider- 
lying mental and spiritual causes are known and there are 
illnesses for which the underlying mental and spiritual causes 
are not known. Both should be the subject of research." 

The man who is doing more of tills research 
than any other living human being is L. Hon Hubbard. But he is 
not primarily interested in physical disease—far from it. 

I heard him say once that to use the tools of Scientology to 
handle disease or illness was like a man using a fine set of 
surgeons tools to change an automobile tire. The ills that 
beset mankind today and the fantastic situation of non-survival 
that confronts him are not exactly summed up in the phrase 
"physical ills". And Scientology is primarily interested in 
the survival values of mankind whatever they may be• lias it 
occured to you that men are not even sure what the survival values 
are? (This la the strength of Communism).In the day of the 
dinosaur wno would have thought that the survival value was 
represented by a little, insignifleant, rat-like creature? 

On this basis survival might even be represented by scientologists.

She stated that the Foundation as a religion could remain so without 
affiliation with science or the aspect of healing diseases. However, 
she believes that there would be no reason for'the Church to exist as 
a religion if it was not allowed to cure diseases of the human mind. 

She believes that this is the purpose of the Church, and that the 
Church in fulfilling its purpose has adopted the use of the E-Meters. 

She stated that the E-Meters were merely a device to measure a patient's 
resistance and response to questioning. She stated that'an auditor or 
one who uses the machine could still audit a patient without the ^use of. 
the machine. She clarified this statement by saying that the machine 
is merely an aid in determining when the patient is telling the truth. 

She stated that the machine registers the body's resistance to an 
electric charge and by measuring this resistance, it is possible to 
determine the patient's acceptance to the line of questioning. She 
stated that a well trained auditor would be just as effective in 
his job without the use of the E-Meter. 

^Mrs. PinkhaSh is at present being trained as an auditor. She has taken 
about one quarter of the course which is given by the Foundation. This 
course wask she ex plained of information which would make her a completely 
trained auditor. Qlrs. PinkhaiT ), when questioned about the course, would 
not rgvaal anv jnformatmn as to what it consisted of, or who sponsored 
it. fflrs.

The inquirer stated that doctors at the hospital say that 
she has s basic mental difficulty bat that the emotional upheaval which 
caused her confinement can he traced directly to her "processing" at 
the hands of Bubbard and his associates. 


Flease attempt to obtain the name of this inquirer from the Better 
Business Bureau with view toward interviewing him regarding his wife *s 
condition and her contact with Bubbard*s operations. Authorisations 
for disclosure of medical records should be obtained and a copy for¬ 
warded to Baltimore District for follow-up at the Washington hospital 
if its location can be determined. 

If the investigation indicates that an interview with the patient (wife 
of the inquirer) is feasible please obtain from her statements pertain¬ 
ing to matters set forth in the DEM briefing memorandum of January 24, 
1943.
